ed, a very delicious pudding is pos- 
sible, even in prohibition times. 

The real Christmas plum pudding, 
like fruit cake, seems to ripen and 
improve with age, and it Is generally 
a ~ise plan to make up several pud- 
dings at the same time and store 
them away as company desserts dur- 
ing the winter, They will only have 
to be reheated by steaming about one 
hour before serving. 

In addition to the recipes for the 
regular plum puddings, a few simple 
formulas are suggested for the cater- 
er who desires a Christmas pudding 
of a less elaborate nature. 


Old English Plum Pudding 


‘Pour one cupful of scalded milk 
over a quarter of a pound of grated 
bread crumbs. Let stand until cold 
and add three-quarters of a cupful 
of sugar, the yoiks of four eggs, 
beaten until lemon colored, and one 
and a half teaspoonful of salt. Chop 
half a pound of beef suet finely, 
cream by using the hand and work 
into the bread and milk mixture.

IS DESDRIBED BY 
~~ THE MURDERER 


Nineteen-Year-Old Youth De- 
scribed in Callous Way Mur- 
der of Uncle 


TROUBLE OVER WILL’ 


After Bréoding Over Killing for 
* Some Time, He Dropped the 
Body in Well 


“After I had shot my uncle with 
the revolver, he asked me for water 
and I gave him 4 cup from which he 
drank two or three times, I saw he 
was suffering and that he thought he 
was dying. He asked me for a candle 
which I gave him and helped to hold 
tn his hand. I then asked my uncle 
to forgive me for what I had done 
to him and he, in turn, asked me to 
forgive him for what he had done to 
me, I then saw he was suffering and 
not dying--as he had thought—#o I 
took the rifle from the cupboard and 
shot him through the back, He gave 
a last gasp and died.” 

Bruta! in the extreme; startling in 
{te elucidation of the minds of men, 
the foregoing statement Way made by 
nineteen-year-old Simon Wolari, 
charged with the killing of his aged 
uncle, Tudor Nikelenko, with whom 
he lived, near Andrew, and on Thurs- 
day committed by Geo. Wooley, J. P., 
to stand his trial for murder at the 
next competent court of criminal jur- 
isdiction in Edmonton, 

The confession was complete in its 


detai] and according to other evidence 
produced at the Andrew hearing, this 
brutal crime—one of the worst (hat 
hes come to the notice of the Al- 
berta euthorities in recent years— 
was committed primarily on account 
of the allegation that the murdered 
man had recently changed hi will 
from the favor of the accused to that 
of another person. 
Murder Committed on Dec, 3. 

The murder was committed on the 
night of December $rd in the home 
on the farm occupied by the deceas?d 
and the accused. The boy had been 
working in the bush the whole of the 
day and coming home Just before 
sunset, joined in an a'tercation with 
the aged uncle. The two battled to 
ecther with their fists in the room, 
and the younger boy could not beat 
the old man with his fists, so re- 
sorted to the use of an Iron bar, The 
fron bar dealt effective blows that 
caused gayhes over both the old man's 
eyes, broke the small finger on tie 
right hand; smashed the right c'tow 
and severely cut the left knee. wate 
on the ground, the boy had unmerci- 
fully beaten the deceased and not con- 
tent, had shot him with the gun. 

But withal the old man did not die 
and at this stage of the terrible crime, 
the boy began proceeding with the old 
man as outlined in the first para- 
graph, finally extinguishing life with 
the rifle that blew a hole In the back 
and then passed through the heart. 

ough, Over Crime, 

Until just before daybreak the fol- 
lowing morning, the body remained 
where !t had fallen and the boy sat 
and thought over his crime. But he 
had made up his mind hefore the 
rising of the sun and had brought 
the hand-sleigh from the barn, placed 
the body thereupon; dragged the 
whole across the barn yard and, feet 
first, finally plunged the body into 
the deepest well. Then the boy re- 
turned to the house; cleaned up the 
stains of blood and hid the weapons 
with which he had committed the 
erime, 

Evidence was given at the Andrew 
hearing by Steve Perdie, a neighbor; 
by Constab'e J, A. Woods, who as 
eisted in the case; by Mr Reid, who 
conducted the autopsy; by Corporal 
McPherson, of the A. P. P at Andrew, 
who had charge of the case through- 
out, and by William Elcock, \n.er- 
preter. 

Said Uncle Was Missing, 

Steve Perdie told that on the day 
following the crime, the accused came 
to hia place and said that nis uncle 
wos missing. Perdie agreed to return 
to the farm with Wolsri !n an effort 
to loeate deceased. It was Perdie who 
finally found the o'd man in the well. 
Constable Woods gave evidence as to 
the taking of the body from the well, 
wlating that the only clothing the dead 
man hed one was a shirt which was 
around the neck. Evidence concern- 
{ng the finding of the rifle, the re- 
volver and iron bar was furnished by 
Congiable McPherson, Norman Blue, 
of Mundare, conducted the defence at 
the hearing; Crown Prosecutor Coga- 
well taking the case for the crown.

CALGARY, Dec. 20.—Moves to- 
ward effecting a coalition govern- 
ment in the province of Alberta are 
under way, involving prominent 
members of both the present gov- 
ernment and the opposition, the Cal- 
gary Herald says today. It goes on: 

“According to accurate informa- 
tion In the possession of The Herald, 
the services of a prominent Albertan, 
who is personally very friendly to 
Premier Charles Stewart, have been 
enlisted to ascertain what sort of a 
cabinet line-up woul’ be acceptable 
to opposition members. According 
to this information, three of the 
present cabinet ministers have sig- 
nified th®ir willingness to drop out 
of the government in order to effect 
such a coalition. 

“These three ministers are said to 
be Hon. Archie McLean, of Taber, 
eminister of public works; Hon. A. 
G. MacKay, of Athabasca, minister 
of health and municipalities, and 
Hon. J. L. Cote, of Grouard, provin- 
cial secretary. 

“Among opposition members to 
whom tentative advances have been 
made are Col. Nelson Spencer, of 
Medicine Hat, and Fred Davis, of 
Gleichen. Tht names of Dr. G, D 
Stanley, the opposition member for 
High River and of Gen. J. S, Stew- 
art of Lethbridge, also have been 
mentioned in this connection.”

A tottering tower and a staggering front wall are all that re- 
main of All Saints’ Pro-Cathedral, 103rd street, which lies a smould- 


ering mass of brick, mortar and timber, as a result of a disastrous | 


fire which broke out in the Parish Hall, adjoining the main building, 
at 4:30 Saturday morning. 

Both the main building and the Parish Hall, which was used as 
a Sunday school room, were completely gutted, all the interior fur- 
nishings being destroyed with the exception of the communion sil- 
ver, the records, and the hymn books, which the pastor, Rev. k. | 
Pierce Goulding salvaged after the fire had gained considerable 
headway.
